By such 
means it is hoped to keep 
all departments of Soviet 
Hfe- free -from--malpracticos 
aid inefficiency. But it Is 
a very ambitious hope, for 
the kind of criticism en- 
couraged in the Soviet 
Union. brings new problems 
in {ta wake.. : 

In the first place It can be 
used too easily. to explicit per 
sonal antagonisms, and it casily 
degenerates into maliclous slan- 
der, In fact, slander is a wide- 
spread evil in the Sovict Union. 
No less a gerson — than 
Shkiryatov, Chairmen of the 
Central Cortrol Commission of 
the: Sovict Communist Party, 
revenled this in his speech at the 
10th Congress in. October, 1952. 
He‘deplored the existence of 
people who, “under the gulse of 
eriticiam, think up false accura~ 
tions, write about non-existent 
facts and invent all kinds of 
nonsense, absurd rumours and 
completely unfounded accusa+ 
tlons...people who ‘from private 
motives of self-intecest try 
maliciously to’ defame and slan- 
der honest folle.” 


Moreover, the details of such 
slander cases'are to be found In 
tho Soviet press. Authorities are 
atlacked which do not take firm 
measures ‘against slander and 
the braste of time and manpower 
it involves; for the system of 
“erlticiam,' and its perversion, 
leeds to a new form ‘of red tape. 
Every petty casc of slander, it 
appears, scts in motion cumber- 
some durcaucratic machinery.
